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ERRATUM 


In the article “A Continuing Survey of Primary Drug Resistance in Tuberculosis, 1961 to 1968. 
A U.S. Public Health Service Cooperative Study” by Bernice Doster, Gus J. Caras, and Dixie E. 
Snider, Jr. (Am Rev Respir Dis, 1976, 113, 419) there are two errors on p. 422. In the first column, 
second paragraph, the second sentence should read, “About 40 per cent of the patients over 65 
years of age were found to have had prior treatment, compared to about 5 per cent among those 
less than 25 years of age, 10 per cent among those 25 to 44 years of age, and 25 [not 30] per cent 
among those 45 to 64 years of age.” In the second column, the second sentence, “About 40 per cent 
of the patients over 65 years of age were found to have had prior treatment, compared with about 
5 per cent among those less than 25 years of age, 10 per cent among those 25 to 44 years of age, and 
about 25 per cent among those 45 to 64 years of age,” should be deleted. 

In addition, “Effect of Helium on Maximal Expiratory Flow in Patients with Asthma before and 
during Induced Bronchoconstriction” by Moira Chan-Yeung, Raja Abboud, Ming Sound Tsao, 
and Lonia Maclean (Am Rev Respir Dis, 1976, 113, 433) contains 2 errors. On p. 434, the last 
sentence of the Introduction should read, “We considered small airways to be peripheral airways 
in which the total cross-sectional area was large” (not small). In equation 5 on p. 440, V should 
be V. 
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
